PREPARATION FOR AND CARE OF LAWNS 


Clear the ground of rubbish and stones, cover with agricultural lime 
on basis of 10 pounds per 100 square feet, 2,000 pounds to acre. Br ak 
soil 6 inches deep, cover with Venable Lawn and Shrub Manure or some 
good Fertilizer on basis of 5 pounds to 100 square feet, 1,000 pounds 
to the acre. Harrow or rake both ways until the soil is in pulverized 
condition. Sow seed broadcast, preferably in four directions, on basis 
of 1 pound to 300 square feet, 75 to 100 pounds per acre. Rake lightly 
and roll, or smooth over with a shovel or pack with a board, leaving 
the surface smooth. Do not mow the first time until 3 inches high. 
Water and mow as needed. Remove all weeds as they appear and 
reseed bare spots. 

About D.cember 1 cover with tobacco stems, 50 pounds to 100 square 
yards. About March 1 remove the stems, reseed any bare spots and 
top dress with lawn fertilizer. 

The best time of year to sow lawn grass is September and Octob_r 
or March and April.
